Washington, July 14.—(Special.)}—The fall of Santiago brought rejoicing and a 
feeling of great relief to the officials from the president down, There had been so 
many disappointments and the fever advices were so alarming that the news of 
the surrender was thrice welcome when it came. 

Shafter’s first dispatches today were not particularly clear, which, by the way, 
has been a characteristic of his dispatches ever since he set out upon this expedi- 
tion; but the later advices removed all anxiety, so far as the surrender was con- 
cerned, and everybody here was happy in consequence. 

Shafter’s telegram announcing this fact was posted at about half- 
past @ o’clock. It was followed shortly afterwards by a telegram from 
Miles highly commending Shafter and his officers for what they have 
accomplished in the face of almost insuperable obstacles, and still later 
came notification that the city had been formally turned over to the 


American army. 


While this ts all good news, 
eastern Cuba has just begun. As cqmpared with the greater enemy, yellow fever, 


the officials realize that the battle in 


the Spanish army is nothing. 
As he left his office, happy but tired, General Alger said that evervthing possi- 


ble would be done to isolate those who have been exposed to the fever and to keep 
it from epreading. The authorities realize that they have a big contract on their 
hands, however, and would not be surprised if the news from about Santiago dur- 
ing the next few weeks is not particularly cheering. They will, so tar as possible, 
send the men to comparatively healthy localities and will send the First and Sec- 
ond regiments of immunes to garrison the city. 

One of the biggest problems facing the war department is that of fur- 
nishing transportation for the Gpanish army which they have on their 
hands, The army has use for all its transports in the Porto Rico expedi- 


tion, which is to be pushed forward at once. 


: 
The authorities have determined to advertise for ships of foreign lines to act 


as transports, but it 1s considered doubtfml whether they will succeed in getting any, 


because of the fear of fever infection. What will be done in that emergency the 


secretary of war does not attempt to say. The prospect 1s one the authorities do 


not care to contemplate. As for the men now in Cuba, they are not to be brought 
back until all possibility of their bringing yellow fever is past. The war department 
officials give assurance that no chances will be taken in this respect, and that. the 


interests of southern ports will be carefully guarded. 


Siege Has Been a Remarkable One. 

The siege of Santiago has lasted two weeks and is remarkab:e in many respects, 
and in none more than the heavy percentage of loss through death, wounds or sick- 
ness of the soldiers and sailors engaged on both sides: Looking back over the 
record of these two weeks it is seen that a great iron-clad squadron has been de- 
stroyed and nearly a thousand Spanish soldiers have died in the trenches of Santiago 
About 250 American soldiers have been killed and {!n round numbers 2,000 have been 
sent to the hospitals from wounds, fevers and other ailments. Our fleet had a n- 
markable exemption from disaster in the many engagements it had with the forts 
at the entrance of the harbor and with the Spanish squadron. 

“Next is Porto Rico,” said Secretary Alger after receiving the news 
of Santiago’s formal surrender, “and then, if need be, Havana.” 


The secretary was in excellent spirits. He has been more anxious than he 


dared show as to the condition of our sick soldiers and looked with apprehension 
upon the possibility of a prolongation of the struggle in the unhealthy valley of 
Santiago. The secretary said that the Porto Rico expedition would go forward 
immediately. It will comprise new men entirely. The warriors in the trenches be- 
fore Santiago have distinguished themselves and it is not deemed prudent to 
bring them in unnecessary contact with new troops in view of the danger of 
spreading contagion. 

The Porto Rican expedition will be commanded by General Miles in person, 
though General Brooke, now in command at Camp Thomas, is expected to be 
his main dependence. The size of the expedition will depend upon General Miles’s 
wishes, although it is believed that 25,000 men will be sufficient for the purpose.

Washington, July 14.—The Adjutant General received the following from Playa del Este this afternoon: 
« Adjutant General, Washington: Have just returned from interview with General Toral. He agrees 


to surrender upon the basis of being returned to Spain. This proposition embraces all of eastern Cuba, 
from Accerradoros on the south to Sagua on the north via Palma, with practically the fourth army corps. 


Commissioners meet this afternoon at 2:30 to definitely arrange the terms.

Washington, July 14—While there were many rumors as to the exact condition at Santiago, it was not until 12: 
rie then gave out the brief bulletin stating that

General Toral had asked for a com mission to agree on terms of surrender and had himself named his commissioners. 
The bulletin did not give the text of General Shafter’s dispatch, nor did it give what every one was anxiously wait- 
ing to know: Whether the Spanish proposition would be accepted or rejected and what effect our action would have on 
the bombardment which was to begin at noon today. The lack of definite information led to many wild reports. 
One was to the effect that the Spanish proposition had been summarily rej ected and that it took only a few minutes 


for the white house conference to det ermine on the rejection and so notify General Shafter. This report was contradict- 


ed by officials in authority at the war department. They said there had been no rejection except insofar as it related to 
any delay or parley over the quéstio n of surrender. 6 

The orders sent to General Shafter made it perfectly clear to him that if the Spanish commander was seeking to 
gain time or wanted a commission to t reat on the question of eurrender itself, the proposition was not to be considered,

Adjutant General Corbin looked upon the matter as settled, and said as much upon his return from his conference 
with the president at the white house. In his opinion, the only thing that remained was to agree upon certain essential] 
delhi:s, such as where the Spanish troops should surrender, whether in town or whether they should be marched out on 


the plains and their lay down their arms. It was possible, he said, that the question of time might enter into the 
matter as to whether the evacuation should begin at exactly noon, or whether the actual surrender should occur at 
was apt to be misunderstood to 


that hour or a short time thereafter. He said the use of the term ‘“‘commissioners” 


mean a formal commission sitting in deliberation for days. Such was not the case in the present instance. Commis- 
sions to arrange the detaiis of surrender after it had been agreed upon are common in military history. And “commission- 
ers” is the usual military term applied to persons charged with such duties. Genera] Corbin said that under the army 
regulations, General Shafter has full authority to arrange with General Toral for the appointment of one or more com- 
missfoners for the purpose indicated. He stated positively that no instructions on that particuiar point had been sent 
to General Shafter one way or the other, and Shafter was expected to act entirely in accordance with his original i

| BIG EXPEDITION IS LANDED. 


Spirited Fight Occurs Between Span- 
iards and Americans. 

Key West, Fla.. July 14.—Those champion 
filibusters, the Florida amd Fanita, under 
convoy of the little auxiliary gunboat Peo- 
ria, which proved herself a veritable dare- 
devil, have landed the largest and probably 
the last exped:tion sent to the aid of the 
insurgents. 

Captain Jose Manuel Nunez, brother of 
General Emilio Nunez, was killed: Win- 
throp Chandler, of New York, was shot 
through the right elbow, and five Cubans 
suffered trifling injuries in making the land- 
ing. How many Spanish lives answered for 
this will never be known, but there were 
enough to more than balance the score. 

The debarkation was effected on July 34 
at Palo Alito, on the southern coast of 
Cuba, but fighting occurred before then. 

The expectation was that the landing 
would be effected at San Juan point: on 
the south coast of Cuba, midway between 
Cienfuegos and Trinidad, but the enemy 
appeared in force: and the project was 


abandoned.

Santiago, Cuba, July 14—(By Cable to The Constitution.)}—Santiago is ours, and 


my feet has at last trodden the narrow Streets of the city. 

The surrender was reached through agencies already exclusively told in my 
dispatches. It was on Sunday that I first learne@ that the Spaniards, 
unable to find an exit to the west, began to discuss a surrender based on being 


sent home to Spain. When I proposed to telegraph the story, General Wheeler 


said to me, very significantly: 3 
“You mewspaper boys are here under military tolerance. Get permission be- 
fore you attempt to tell some things.” 


The Negotiations.-Were Kept Secret. 


It was not until Tuesday that I could get permission to ever refer to the 
subject by the officers, though they continued to pooh-pooh its reliability. 


“If there is not eRaEr we: in it,’’ I asked, “why are you so anxious to keep 


it mum?’’ ) 


To this there was no answer, but in an hour one of the staff officers took me 
aside and suggested the form in which the story might be permitted to pa 
In that form The Constitution was the only paper in the world to get it, and to 
we hold Santiago on the exact terms therein set forth. 


How It All Came About. 


Now that it is an accomplished fact, other facts are free to use. General Toral 
really wanted to go westward, flying the Spanish colors, only to be in our way 
again. This was declined absolutely. To surrender as prisomers of war in such 
large numbers was out of question, because the men would have mutinied, impell- 


ed by fear that they would be slaughtered by the Cubans. This fear, which had 


been instilled into the!r minds in order to make them fight desperately, now re- 


turned to torment their officers in the straits of defeat. Then it was that the arch- 


bishop of Samtiago, who has worked nobly for a cessation of hostilities, made the 
suggestion to General Toral which he knew would be acceptable to the men, that 
the Americans might agree to let them return to Spain, 

The matter leaked out from official circles and became general talk in the 
streets. Reaching American agencies through the vigilance of a Cuban scout, Gen- 
eral Shafter indicated to Toral that perhaps a less rigorous answer would be given 
if he changes his assent to surrender on the condition of his men be:ng sent to 
Spain. Subsequently there was a conference at which General Miles and General 
Shafter with their aids met General Toral and staff, and all the details were 
gone over. While Toral agreed in the main, yet he wanted to limit the men to 
be surrendered to the garrison inside the city, and that they should take all 


their stores, equipments, etc. General Miles wanted the surrender not only of 


the city of Santiago, but of the country contiguous, and the- garrisons stationed 


within the designated zone. ; 
The Commanders Come To Terms. 


This ateenetles to another delay, and the definite ultimatum was sent that 
it was now bombardment or surrender pure and gimple. During the early morn- 
ing hours of today the men in the trenches were surprised to see the white flag 


again flying over a conference of general Officers. General Toral reduced his 


claim to a return to Spain with honors of war, and the relinquishment of territory 


to be agreed upon, and the surrender of thé garrisons. The Americans reduced 


their territorial claim from the entire province of Santiago to so much of it as

With this agreement the fall of Santiago was complete, and the white flag 

protected the early and adventurous newspaper men who wanted to get a look 


at the city before the Spaniards had quit it.

Mr. Cramer’s Dispatches Referred To. 


The Constitution of Wednesday morning, July 13th, printed the following 

telegraphic dispatch from Mr. Cramer, dated “In the Trenches, Before Santi- 
ago: 
“A curious story was brought into headquarters from Santiago by a Cuban 
scout, who had entered the city under some of the gu'ises which they assmue. It 
is that the military commanders are at a joss as to how they would get back to 
Spain if they surrendered. There are a bout 100,000 of them. Spain has lost her 
ships and cannot take them home.

General WVheeler’s Headquarters, Before 
Santiago d2 Cuba, July 13, via Kingston, 
July 14.—White flags still flutter over the 
opposing lines. The truce has been ex- 
tended until tomorrow noon, and negotia- 
tions looffing to the surrender of Santiago 
are proceeding. Both sides have yielded 
somewhat. General Toral, the Spanish 


commander, realizes the hopelessness of 
further resistance, and the American com- 
manding officer, General Shatter, is in- 
clined to reduce the ‘harshness of the terms 
which the at first proposed to impose upen 
the enemy. 

It appears that on Monday General Shaf- 
ter did not again demand the unconditional 
surrender which General Toral had refused 
on Sunday, but offered as an alternative 
proposition to accept ‘the capitulation of the 
enemy and to transport the Spanish officers 
and troops to Spain, they to leave all their 
arms behind and he to accept their parole. 
This proposition Toral declined yesterday. 

This morning it was decided to hold a 
personal interview with General Toral, 
General Miles and his staff, who got no 
further than General Shafters headquar- 
ters last night, accompanied by General 
Shafter and his staff, rode out to the front 
shortly before 8 o'clock, under a flag of 
truce. 

Personal Interview with Toral. 

A request for a personal imterview with 
the Spanish commander in chief was made 
and acceded to, and at about 9 o’clock Gen- 
eral Miles, Genera] Shafter, General Wheel- 

. eF, General Gilmcre, Coionel Morse, Cap- 
tain Wiley and Colonel Maus recede up, 
passed over our intrenchments and went 
down into the valley beyond. They were 
met by General Toral and his chief of staff 
under a spreading mango tree at the bot- 
tom of the valley, about half-way between 
the lines. The interview that followed last- 
ed an hour. The situation was placed 
frankly before General Toral, and he was 
offered the alternative of being sent home 
with his garrison or leaving ~ Santiago 
province. The only condition imposed be- 
ing that he should not destroy the existing 

- fortifications, and should leave his arms 
behind, This latter condition the Spanish 
general, who does not speak English, ex- 
plained through his interpreter, was im- 
possible. He said the laws of Spain gave 
a general no discretion. He might abandon 
a place when he found it untenable, but 
he could not leave his arms behind without 
subjecting himself to the penalty of being 
courtmartialed and shot. His government, 
he said, had granted ‘him permission to 
evacuate Santiago. That was all. Further 
than that the was powerless to go. 

He Was Hard Pressed. 

Without saying so in. words, General 
Miles seid the tenor of General Toral’s re- 
marks ell betrayed his realization that 
he could not hola out kenrg. When General 
Phafter explained that our re-enforcements 
were coring up; that he was completely 
surrounded end new batteries were being 
posted, General Toral simply shrugged his 
shoulders. 

“T am but a subordinate,” he said, “ard 
I obey my government. If it is necessary 
We can die at our posts.” 

General Toral is a man of sixty years 
of age with a strong, rugged face and 
fine soldierly bearing. His brave words 
inspired a feeling of respect and admiration 
in the hearts of his adversaries. Neverthe- 
Jess, the Spanish general’s anxiety to 

- avoid further sacrifice of life in his com- 
mand was manifest, and he did.not hesi- 
‘tate to ask for time to communicate the 
situation to Madrid, although he dubious- 

_ ty sheok his head when he spoke of the 
probable response.

Generals Agree in Opinion.

They all agreed that 
General Toral was securely wedged in, 
and that escape was impossible, but owing 
to delays and the incidental !oss of life

Strict in- 
structions have been issued to the soldiers 
to boil their drinking water, but owing to 
the povery of their equipment this is well 
nigh impossible. 

The rainy weather has accelerated the 
spread of malarial and other fevers. In 
some of the regiments over a third of the 
men are unfit for duty. . 

Genera] Chaffee, in addition to General 
Duffield, is suffering from fever. 

General Miles was received with great 
enthusiasm all along the line and was 
greeted with cheers on all sides. The 
general expressed himself as being ex- 
ceedingly gratified at the strength of our 
position and at the character of the works 
thrown up.

SAYS VICTORY IS CERTAIN 


He Declares There Was No Way for Re- 
enforcements Te Reach Santlago. 


SAYS HOME GUARDS ARE BESERTING 


Yellow Fever and Insurgents, He Says, 
Have Greatly Reduced the Fight- 
ing Force of the Span- 
iards on the 
Island. 


Off Santiugo, dc Cuba, July 13, via Port 
Antonio, Jamaica, July 14.—A correspond- 
ent of the Asscciated Press recently had 
an interview with General Garcia. General 
Garcia appears aman of fiftey-eight years 
with an impressive presence, large, swathy- 
skinned, gray-haired, with flar'ng military 
mustache, a plezsant smile and graceful 
ways. He touched his broad panama in 
acknowledgment of salute and spoke in 


brokea English. 

“T am a little tired,’’ said he. ‘“‘We have 
had a hard struggic,” and his worn suit 
and muddy bcets and brass spur en the 
right one showed this. A 

“The enemy intrenched himself in Santi- 
ago in very good shape,” he continued, ‘‘be- 
ecaus>, naturally, the place is one of the 
best in the world for that purpose."’ 

“Could the troops outside the city or 
any other points have made a _ junction 
with them at any other time?” was asked. 

“Decidedly not,’’ said General Garcia. 
‘‘Pando was completely cut off. See this?’ 
and he pointed to the tracing cloth map 
with a finger trimbling with excited en- 
ergy. “Pando, who amounts to nothing 
as a general anyway, was at Manzanillo 
with nearly four thousand troops. That 
is the point at which the river Cauto 
empties into the sea. In its ravines to- 
ward Santiago we had men who held them 
back, but the elements did even more, He 
could not come over the hills during the 
rainy season, which is now on in the 
interior worse than on the seacoast. The 
coast was his only hope, and there he 
wead have had to braye the fire of your 
shipe.”’ 

‘Where else in eastern Cuba are the 
Spamsh troops?’ 

“Back at Holguin on the: north coast,” 
said the general, once .more pvointing to 
the map. ‘“‘Between them and Santiago is 
an almost impassable range of mountains. 
In the passes are machetes and Cubans, 
and, thanks to the United States, there 
are now rifles and ammunition. General 
Loque has 10,000 troops at Holguin, but 
they are being reduced in ntmber very 
rapidly. The records show that deaths in 
the Spanish army in Cuba have been 
close to 30,000 a year. There will be double 
that number this year, to say nothing of 
the loss caused by the American troops 
and the war. I mean that from yellow 
fever and the insurgent warfare their 
numbers have already been rduced very 
greatly. 

“IT would not be surprised to see one-half 
of them lay down their arms and join 
us at the first opportunity. The disaffection 
is particularly strong amone the home 
guards, and but for the presence of the 
imported sold'ery, they would come out 
of the. cities and surrender now. The 
United States navy has done wonderful 
work.”’ 

The correspondent also spoke with Gen- 
eral Garcia’s surgeon, Colonel Valiente, 
who also spoke in English. 

“There is no great danger of yellow 
fever along the southern coast,” he said. 
“The fever district is along the Cauto river 
valley, where Pando and his four thousand 
Spaniards are. The fever along the coast 
during the rainy season is a mere malarial 
fever, eas.ly prevented by the free use 
of quinine.' The Spanish are entirely out 
of drugs, and they must be suffering ter- 
ribly.”’

It seems that Williamson has been 
hiding Taylor in his barn since Sunday, 
and that as soon as a reward was offered 
for this capture he was going to deliver 
him up. Taylor is now in jail. here. 

Taylor has a brotk€r and a cousin who 
have killed men, and one of them com- 
mitted suicide when the saw that he would 
be captured.

This 
disappointing statement dampened the 
spirits of the boys, and they went around 
anything but happy, until Colonel Candler 
returned from Atlanta and told of the 
muster beginning tomorrow. The individ- 
ual muster of the men is due to the 
earncst efforts of Lieutenant Fred Palmer, 
the mustering officer, and Colonel! Candler, 
both of whom have been making tireless 
efforts to secure the privilege of having 
the men mustered in before the comple- 
tion of the regiment. This was greaily ge- 
sized, so that the pay of the men could 
begin at once, and most particularly be- 
cause the men could get their guns and 
uniforms. Lieutenant Palmer has used all 
his influence, co combined with that 
of Colonel Candler served the much de- 
sired end.

Negro Baptist Preasher’s Horrible Crime 
Is Expiated by His Death. 


ASSAULTED A WIDOW’S GIRLS 


Then Filed to Alabama to Escape Pun- 
ishment for His Crime. 


THE FIEND IS FOUND IN CHOCCOLOCCO 


Resisting Arrest, the Officers Fired 
Upon Him, from the Effect of 
Which He Bled to Death. 


Rome, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—The ne- 
gro Will Freeman, who was killed by Bailiff 
Jones and ‘W. G. Donehoo, of Rome, near 
Choccolocco, Ala., was wanted for a most 
dastardly deed. Freeman has posed as a 
Baptist preacher here, but is known to 
have been a mean negro. He had ruined 
two white girls of Floyd county who were 
daughters of a respectable widow. For ten 
days a mob has been searching for Free- 
man, but he left the county. Last Satur- 
day night they surrounded the negro about 
ten miles from \Rome, near Freeman's 
ferry, and fired sixteen shots at him, but 
he escaped. ‘He was next jJocated at An- 
niston, and Bailiff Jones and Donehoo 
went to arrest him. They followed him 
to. Choccoloceo, where they killed him 
while he was resisting arrest. Bailiff Jones 
was wounded, being shot twice. A num- 
ber of friends of Jones and Donehoo went 
to Anniston this morning to see them, as 
it was understood that they had been ar- 
rested. 

He Was Found in Anniston. 

Anniston, Ala., July 14.—(Special.)—J, A. 
Jones, a constable of Seney, and W. G. 
Donehoo, a merchant of Lindale, suburbs 
of Rome, Ga., attempted to arrest Will 
Edwards, allas Freeman, colored, at Choc- 
colocco, ten miles east of here, last night. 
Freeman ran to get a gun, and the two 
men fired wpon him, striking his arm near 
the shoulder. Medical attention was 
promptly given the negro, but he bied to 
death in a few hours. Jones and Donehoo 
were arrested, and required to give bond jn 
the sum of $1,000 each. Freeman was want- 
ed for assault on a sixteen-year-old father- 
less white girl, near Rome, a month ago, 
and the crime is said to have been qa pe- 
culiarly heinous one. He caught the girl 
while she was picking berries, and carry- 
ing her to his. cabin, Kept her for three 
days. ‘He then fled. The mayor pro tem. 
and several other prominent citizens of 
Rome came down today to aid Jones and 
Donehoo in their trouble.

WRITER MUST AFFIX THE STAMP 


Telegraph Companies Are Not Requir- 
ed to Pay Tax on Messages. 
Washington, July 14.—The commissioner 
of internal revenue has decided that all 
telegraphic messages must be stamped by 
the senders as shown in the following let- 

ter mailed@ today: 
“Western Union Telegraph Co., New York. 

“Gentlemen—Upon the question as to 
whose duty it is to affix a stamp required 
by the act of June 13th, 1898, to each tele- 
graphic message offered for transmission, 
you are advised that tnis office rules that 
this duty devolves upon the person who 
makes, signs or issues the message. 

‘Section 7 of the act provides that if any 
person or persons shall make, sign or is- 
sue any instrument, document or paper of 
any description whatever, without the same 
being duly stamped for denoting the tax 
thereon, the said person or persons shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and@ on 
conviction thereof shall pay a fine of not 
more than $100. Telegraphic dispatches 
and messages are enumerated in the act as 
requiring the documentary one-cent stamp. 

“Section 18 of. the act imposes upon the 
telegraph company a penalty of $10 for 
transmitting any dispatch or message that 
has not been stamped in accordance with 
section 7. 

“You are further advised that the ex- 
emption of messages of the officials and 
employees of ravroad companies, as pro- 
vided in section 18, is strictly limited to 
the transmission of those messages be- 
tween stations on the respective systems 
of railroads of the railroad companies. All 
dispatches or messages of railroad officials 
and employees sent from railroad stations 
on their respective railroads and destined 
for piaces beyond their respective railroads 
must be stamped by their. makers, signers 
or jssuers, in accordance with section 7.

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WOUNDED AT NEWPORT NEWS. 


Transport Breakwater Brings Invalid 
Soldiers from Cuba. 

Newport News, Va., July 14.—The trans- 
port Breakwater arrived at Fortress Mon- 
roe this afternoon from Santiago de Cuba 
bringing 140 wounded and sick soldiers, and 
a few minutes after the Breakwater was 
moored, the work or transferring the sol- 
diers to the wharf was commenced. The 
scenes witnessed yesterday when the City 
of Washington arrived were re-enacted. 
It was a reproduction of the same drama 
of pathcs and enthusiasm in which sobs 
and cheers were co-mingled. 

Men who had been wounded while fight- 
ing under a tropical sun to liberate an 
oppressed people were carried from the 
Breakwater gn stretchers, some groaning 
on dccount of excruciating pain while 
others were singing the “Star Spangled 
Banner.’’ 

The soldiers were placed in the hospital 
tents, where their wounds were redressed 
and a change of clothing placed on them. 
The surgeons believe that, with probably 
a few exceptions, all of them will recover. 
It was impossible to get a list of the 
wounded and sick, as the surgeon in 
charge has not completed that work. 

Among those who came on the Break- 
water was Colonel Miles. His wife was 
at the wharf to receive him. The valiant 
colonel was shot in the head during the 
first day’s engagement. The ball entered 
his right eye and plowed its way just un- 
der the skull to a point above tme ear, 
where it made ite exit. Colonel Miles will 
recover. 

Among the nurses at Ft. Monroe are 
the Misses Evans, daughters. of ‘Fighting 
Bob” Evans, commander of the battelship 
ne of the officers who accompanied 
the wounded soldiers on the trip norta 
gave interesting accounts of the fighting 
around Santiago. 

“T was standing near Captain Capron 
and Hamilton Fish,” said a corporal to the 
Associated Press correspondent tonight, 
“and saw them shot down. They were 
with the Rough Riders and ran into an 
ambuscade, though ey had been warned 
of the danger. Captain Capron and Fish 
were shot while leading a charge. If it 
had not been for the negro cavalry the 
Rough Riders would have been extermi- 
nated. I am not a negro lover. My father 
fought with Mosby’s rangers and 1 was 
born in the south, but the negroes saved 
that fight, and the day will come wen 
General Shafter will give them credit for 
their bravery.”’

As a matter of fact, most of the states 
of Australia have been enthusiastic in 
the matter of banding themselves to- 
gether after the fashion of the provinces 
of Canada, but it seems that the -hitch 
in:the procession of events , tending 
in this direction .has occurred ‘in New 
South Wales. Without the favorable 
action of this wealthiest member of 
the Australian sisterhood, federation was 
impossible. In the enabling bill which 
was acted upon some time ago, it was 
provided that the majority vote in New 
South Wales must reach 8,000 before 
that state could join the contemplated 
union. When the election was held re- 
cently it was found not only thai the 
8.000 majority vote was lacking, but 
that oniv 68,000 ballots were cast for 
federation out of 293,000 electors. While 
only some 63,000 bailots were cast 
against federation, it is evident from 
the slight vote polled that little inter- 
est was taken in the matter, mcre than 
half the electors either failing or id 
fusing to vote. 

So the proposed scheme of federation 
is laid on the sheif for the present. How 
long it will thus remain ft is difficult to 
say. but sooner or later it will come up 
again, and the probabilities are that it 
will succeed ultimatelv. Several years 
have elapsed since the idea of union was 
first conceived, and every year has add- 
ed fresh strength and enthusiasm there- 
to. Success cannot be far off.

The Cost of Delay. 

The disquieting news from Santiago to 
the effect that yellow fever has ap- 
peared among our troops might have 
been anticipated; and, in fact, was an- 
ticipated by those whose interest in the 
war did not blind their eyes to the cli- 
matic conditions in Cuba at this season 
of the year. , 

From the 15th of February, when the 
Maine was destroyed, and when that 
fact only made clearer what was plain 
before, that war with Spain was inevit- 
able, The Constitution began to urge 
the government and congress to be 
prompt in doing what they proposed to 
do, and it kept prodding and pleading 
until it seemed likely that its attitude 
might be misunderstood—that it was 
merely making a fuss because the ad- 
ministration was republican. 

But all during April, and after war 
The Constitution con- 
tinued to call attention to the fact that 
a é¢ampaign in Cuba during the rainy 
season meant an epidemic of yellow 
fever more dangerous and more deadly 
than the actual business of war. But, 
from the very beginning there has been 
an awful case of paralysis in the war 
department. . If Secretary ‘Alger were a 
democrat, The Constitution would use 
very strong terms in describing the in- 
eapacity of the department, nor would 
it refrain, as it has done, from describ- 
ing the actua] condition of our troops in 
field and camp so far as necessary sup- 
plies are concerned. 

Yet all must know that what has ac- 
tually been done up to the 15th of July 
covld have been done by the 15th of 
June, and then it would have been pos- 


. sible to move the army away from San- 


tiago to the higher. regions of the 
mountains. We trust the fever will not 
assume the form of an epidemic, but it 
is well known. that the germ, once 
started on its career, will spread in 
spite of disinfection, and, indeed, in 
spite of sanitation. 
Over the High Alps. 

One of the most interesting experi- 
ments of the present year will be the 
effort which is shortly to be made in 
Switzerland under the direction of the 


. weather bureau of that country to cross 


the ‘high Alps ‘by means of a balloon 
for the purpose of prosecuting scientific 


. researches. 


_Experiments of this kind have here- 
tofore been restricted to the low Alps 
with results which have not been alto- 
gether satisfactory on account of the 
limited range which has thus been tra- 
versed. So intent upon gaining definite 
scientific information in regard to the 
high Alps are the authorities of the 
weather bureau of Switzerland that they 
have spared no pains to make the ex- 
periment successful. On account of 
the dangers which it involves, as well 
as on account of the rewards which it 
promises, the experiment will be of in- 
terest to thousands in both hemispheres. 

Our consul general at St. Gall, Switzer- 
land, Mr. James T. DuBois, writes that 
the balloon which is to be used in the 
contemplated sail over the high Alps is 
rapidly ‘nearing completion, and that’ it 
will probably be ready for its trip with- 
in the next two weeks. The balloon 
measures 124 feet in circumference and 
its contents aggregate 115,414 cubic feet. 
With respect to its lifting capacity, it is 


stated that it will easily be able to carry

sphere, and that one of the most im- 
portant results expected will be the pho- 
tographing of the mountains in the 
distance, for which elaborate prepara- 
tions have been made,  SGitten, in the 
canton of ‘Wallis, is tte point from 
which the balloon will begin its ascen- 
sion. 

In the scientific ciircles of Furope 
there exists much doubt as to the suc- 
cess of the experiment on account of the 
uncertain currents of air which prevail 
in the neighborhood of the high- Alps, 
but still it is possible that the experi- 
ment will pan out much better than its 
critics suppose, and if it does, it is 
bound to result In important disclosures.

| Two May Be Recovered. 

There is good reason to believe that 
at least two of the Spanish warships 
stranded upon the beach at Santiago, 
viz. the Cristobal Colon and the Infanta 
Maria Teresa, can be made available for 
membership in the United States fleet. 

Both of these warships are thorough- 
ly up to date, and if they can be re- 
claimed from the partial wreckage into 
which they have been reduced by Com- 
modore Schley’s efficient batteries, they 
will serve to memorialize the great na- 
val achievement at Santiago in the most 
appropriate and acceptable manner. 

Of the two Spanish warships the Cris- 
tobal Colon is the youngest. This splen- 
did vessel was first launched in Italy 
in 1896. under thenamevf the Giuseppe 
Garibaldi II. Shortly afterwards it was 
sold to the Spanish government and re- 
christened. With 6,840 tons displace- 
ment and 14,000 horse power, the Cristo- 
bal Colon was reckoned one of the 
ablest members of Admiral Cervera’s 
squadron. In speed its record was de- 
cidedly the best. ° Though not so well 
armored as either the Vizcaya or the 
Maria Teresa, it was considered, prior to 
the recent engagement, capable of 
standing any ordinary amount of fire. 
The Maria Teresa was launched in Spain 
in 1890, which makes it eight years 
old at the present time. In equipment 
it is up to date, with only some few 
minor exceptions; its displacement is 
7.000 tons and its capacity 13,000 horse 
power. Though not built to equal 
the Cristobal Colon in speed, its record 
is twenty knots. As in the case of 
the Vizeaya and the Cristobal Colon, 
it carries two eleven-inch guns, ten five- 
and-one-half-inch guns and eighteen 
small guns. With respect to its ar- 
mor, it is fully the equal, if not the su- 
perior, of the Vizeaya, which was so 
generally admired by ‘Americans at the 
t'me of its first visit to this country 
several months ago. 

Poth the Vizcaya and the Oquendo 
are stated to be perfect wrecks, and it 
is useless to hope that the naval author- 
ities will be able to utilize them in any 
manner. In eonsideration of the dead- 
ly fire of Commodore Schley’s batteries 
we are doing remarkably well to get 
the Cristobal Colon and the Infanta 
Maria Teresa. 

The New York Sun_ suggests that 
when these warships are recovered one 
of them be christened the Maine in 
honor of the ill-starred member of the 
United States fleet which met its doom 
in Havana harbor on the night of April 
15, 1898. In the opinion of The New 


York Sun this would be better than to | 


confer the distincthon upon one of the 
new battleships.

ODCSON TELLS 
HOW IT WAS DONE

— Brooklyn, Schley’s Flagship. 


HE MAKES (OFFICIAL REPORT 


Of the Naval Fight in Which Cervera's 
Ships Were Destroyed, 


URDER IN WHICH SPANIARDS CAME 


The Brave Fight Cervera. Put Up 
Against the Americans—The Ease 
with Which Boagted Torpe- 
do Boat Destroyers Were 
Disposed Of. 


Athens, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—-A copy 
of the official report of the battle between 
the Spanish and United States fleets, off 
Santiago de Cuba, as geen by the naviga- 
tor of the Brooklyn, has been received 
here, 

Lieutenant Albon CC, Hodgson. who en- 
joys the distinction. of navigating Uncle 
Sam's finest cruiser, was selecteq by Com- 
modore Schley to make the official report 
for that vessel, 

His position gave him the very best op- 
portunity for seeing everything that coulda 
be seen, and the report will be of great 
interest because of its atcuracy, 

Navigator Hodgson is a native of this 
city and sent a copy of his report to rela- 
tives here, who consented to its publica- 
tion in The Constitution. 

Lieutenant Hodgson’s aid was the only 
man killed on the American side. He was 
aiding the navigatoy in keeping run of the 
enemy's ships at the time he was killed. 

The official report, with a few added 
comments, is as follows: 

Navigator Hodgson’s Story. 

“Sunday, July 3, 1898.—At 9.30 a. m. I re- 
lieved Lieutenant J. G. Doyle as officer of 
the deck. He called my attention to some 
smoke rising from the harbor back of the 
hills and said he had@ reported it. Soon 
after I saw increased quantities and called 
the orderly to report the fact, when the 
the foretop reported smoke in 
[I looked and could not make 
out very clearly, but handed the glass to 
Anderson, quartermaster first class, who 
as soon as he got his eyes on the entrance 
reported that the ship$‘‘were coming out. 
T immediately reported the fact and the 
Ship was cleared for’ action. 

“The crew were assembled at quarters at 
the time. At this time Morro castle was 
about two points off our starboard quar- 
ter, bearing northeast half north, distant 
three miles. Before the commodore Or cap- 
tain reached the bridge our ships to the 
eastward had engaged the enemy, who 
opened fire as he came out. Next us to the 
eastward was the Texas, about one and a 
half miles, and the Vixen was to the 
northward of us, between us and the shore. 

“The leading ship was the flagship In- 
fanta Maria Teresa. She was followed in 
order by the Vizcaya, Oquendo, Colon and 
the two torpedo destroyers. I saw only the 
first three vessels, ag we became hotly 
engaged and the dense smoke obscured ev- 
erything to leeward. The Teresa leading, 
headed to the westward, heading for .the 
Vixen, which little fellow promptly and 
very properly got out of the way, leaving 
us a clear field. We started ahead about 
9:40 o'clock, manning our starboard battery, 
porting our helm and heading to the north- 
ward and westward at an angle to the 
Maria Teresa, which was abaft our star- 
board beam. The Teresa then headed to- 
ward us. We put our helm moge aport, so 
as to parallel her course, and manned the 
port battery, and as soon as the bow 
swung around sufficiently our pert battery 
became engaged. Our firing was very 
good, especially as we ranged closer, our 
distance at one time being only 1,500 vards. 

“The Teresa fell off to starboard; with 
our helm hard aport, we continued around, 
bringing our starboard battery to bear and 
Stood for the head vessel, which proved to 
be the Vizcaya, with the Oquendo off her 
starboard quarter and the Cristoba] Colon 
further ashore and astern. 

“The Maria Teresa being on fire, had 
run in while we were turning and was 
beached. The Vizcaya about this time 
headed toward us as if to ram. 

‘It must have been at this time that our 
eight-inch shell did so much damage. The 
Oquendo soon dropped out and we were 
now left with the Vizcaya an@ Colon, and 
had gradually forged ahead out of the sup- 
port of the rest of our ships. Not for more 
than fifteen minutes, however, for the Ore- 
gon soon loomed up out of the dense fog 
of smoke, the ‘boom!’ ‘boom!’ of her big 
thirteen-inch guns plainly telling us that 
she was getting in her deadly work. Just 
before I saw the Oregon, I noticed that the 
Vizcaya was on fire astern, but the flame 
soon disappeared. The Vizcaya’s speed now 
evidently slackened, probably with a view 
of assisting the Colon to escape, but we 
slackened not a whit; on the contrary, the 
engineers were rushing the boilers for all 
they were worth, for we needed every 
ounce Of steam to catch the Colon, which 
had been gradually gaining. 

“A little before we got the Vizcaya on 
our starboard beam ghe was on fire fore 
and aft, ran in shore and was beached. 
Although her flag was still flying, we sig- 
naled to the Oregon, who was keeping right 
along with us, and we both passed her 
without firing a shot, leaving her to the 
other ships which we knew must be coming 
alone behind. 

“We now bent every energy to catch the 
Colon, which was at least seven miles 
ahead. Unfortunately our engineg were un- 
coupled and we had steam on two boilers 
only at the beginning of the engagement. 
Of course, we could not stop to couple up 
the engines, but orders were immediately 
given to put on forceg draft, start fires and 
hitch on all boilers as fast as possible. But 
steam cannot be raised in our big bollers 
in the twinkle of an eyes by any means, 
consequently the Colon, which has come 
out under ful] steam, had gained gradually 
and no doubt they thought they would es- 
cape, but there were no laggards in the 
engine and firerooms on this momentous 
occasion. Pound by pound the steam pres- 
sure grew and foot by foot our speed in- 
creased from eleven and a half knots at 
the beginning of the engagement to sixteen 
knots at the end of chase. The Oregan 
held on, like the plucky bulldog she is, 
and as we slowly but surely gained on the 
Colon, each of us let drive an occasional 
shot to feel for the range. By 1 o'clock 
we reached her with our heavy guns and 
seeing that the jig was up she ran ashore, 
fired a lee gun and hau 


the entrance. 


“After the Colon had surrendered the 
treacherous enemy opened all their sea 
valves, broke all sea connections, etc., and 
before we could even get all the prisoners 
off she sunk. As the shore here is very 
Steep, she soon slid off into deep water. 
S hope we shall be able to save her. 

“Thus in less than four hourg we had 
gained a glorious mictory, @estroying four 
of the finest shi in the Spanish navy. 
killing and wounding some 1,000 men and 
taking 1,200 prisoners. This is the esfimate 
of the @panish admiral, who is one.of eur 
prisoners. ~All I know is that the Spanish 
fleet comprised more that 2.200 men, and 
those that are not dead are our prisoners. , 

“TIT never Saw the two torpedo boat’ de- 
Stroyers, for pretty soon after they put 
their noses out of the entrance they were 
both destroyed by some of our vessels to 
the eastward-of us. One blew us and sank 
immediately tn deep water; the: other man- 
aged to reach the. beach, where she sank. 

“The casualties on our side were only 
two, both on this ship. Our chief yoeman, 
a gallant fellow. who had to expose him- 
self to a galling fire, as his duty was io 
keep us informed of the range of the 
enemy's vessel, was killed, and one of the 
firemen, engaged in putting out a fire caus- 
ed by the explosion of one of the enemy’s 
Shells on board, was wounded by another 
shell that followed this one up pretty close- 
lv. We were struck some thirty times by 
shells of all sizes, from the one-pounder to 
six inches, and many times by small caliber 
bullets, and it is a marvel how we escaped 
with so few casualties.”

Commodore Hichburn Averse to Hob- 
Son’s Transfer to the Line. 

Washington, July 14.—Commodore Hich- 
born. ‘chief constructor of the navy, sent 
the following letter today to the hero of 
the Merrimac at Santiago: 

“Now that you have safely passed the 
dangers of your perilous undertaking, it is 
with great pleasure that I extend to you 
my sincere congratulations on your conduct 
at Santiago. In approving your request 
for assignment to the squadron, I expected 
that you would prove a valuable acquisi- 
tion through your professional attainments. 
All expectations have been passed and I 
again congratulate you om the performance 
and the brilliant future befare you.” 

Commodore Hichborn is exceedingly anx- 
ious that Hobson shall not be transferred 
to the line of the navy.

The Battle of July 1—James Creelman Among the Wounded—How 
the Call To Arms Was Sounded—The Night 
After the Battle.

Headquarters Fifth Army Corps, Two 
Miles East of Santiago, Cuba.—America’s 
invading forces are tonight stretched in a 
long semi-circle to the east and north -of 
Santiago, the line, reaching all-«the way 
from Aguadores on the coast to San Juan, 
a4 small sugar plantation in the hills a 
couple of miles above: the besieged city. 
They are in possession of al! the approach- 
€s on these two sides, and in the morning 
they will press further forward—so far for- 
werd in fact that by daylight some of our 
men will have set foot on Santiago soil, 
But, although our advance has been fierce 
and@ irresistible, it has not been accom- 
plished without heavy loss. and the trail 
to the coast, which passes our camp, is 
sounding in the clear moonlinght with the 
steady tramp of horses’ hoofs and the rum- 
ble of heavy wheels. They are ambulances 
E0ing to the rear with the wounded—with 
hundreds of wounded. Off in the woods a 
dozen details of men are digging trenches 
in which the dea@ &re to be buried. and 
every once in a while the echo of a sharp 
volley reaches us, announcing that a sol- 
dier has reached his last resting place. 

Nearly every command in the entire corps 
has been engaged and nearly all have svif- 
fered, but the brunt of the battle fell upon 
these who,. under the inacequate protect- 
ing fire of our artillery, worked their -wey 
through the wretched trails and almost 
impassable wooded country, driving the en- 
emy slowly but Surely ahead of them jnito 
Santiago. To these invincible and fearless 
fighters too much credit cannot be given, 
and, but for their unwearying ana persist- 
ent attack upon the stubbornly retreating 
Spanish regulars from the outposts our 
entrance into Santiago would not be a ques- 
tion of days, and not of hours. Our artil- 
tery did good work—brain and brawn could 
not do more—but four light batteries were 
by no méans sufficient to cover the advance 
of 15,000 infantry in the face of the strong 
fortifications that had to be taken. A 


dozen heavy batteries would have save 
as many men. 


But this is neither the time nor the place 
for criticism and the weary-eyed and worn- 
out newspaper correspondents will do well 


-if they can do simple justice in describing 


the scenes that they have risked their lives 
to witness and to write about. For since 
4 o'clock this morning nobody had had any 
sleep, nobody has had anything to eat. and 
everybody has ridden or walked jn the burn. 
ing sun until the last drop of energy has 
oozed out, and we would freely give all we 
possess to be able to lle down in the long 
wet grass, as the soldiers are doing, and 
let tired nature rest. Some of us have 
cause for thankfulness, however. for we 
came through the carnage of the day wn- 
hurt, and that means much. There are a 
few who were not so fortunate, and by my 
side James Creelman, the well-known New 
York Journal correspondent, is dictating 
his story to a friend with a face wrinkled 
with pain, while @ physician is digging into 
his right shoulder with a probe in search 
of a Mauser bullet that found lodgment 
there this afternoon. 

The breaking of the corps camp three 
miles back along the main trail reallv ‘he- 
gan late last night, General Chaffee taking 
the First infantry and the~Pwenty-second 
Massachusetts volunteers out a mile or 
more on the branch trail which runs north 
to Caney, and General Sumner moving for- 
ward along the main trail to El Paso, 
which is the sugar house and settlement of 
the Lig Acuadores plantatidn, reaching from 
the shore seven miles iniand. The rest of 
the camp listene@ to the music of the bands 
while guns were being cleaned, haversacks 
filled with rations, horses groomed and last 
orders distributed. As I said in my letter 
yesterday, the attack was to be made by 
four divisions at separate points, and the 
division and brigade commanders remained 
by their campfires all night studying top- 
ographical maps and receiving late re- 
ports from their scouts out in front. J 
doubt if a single commissioned officer in 
the entire corps found time to close his 
eyes once. 


At 4 o’clock, when it was barely light 
enough to see to pack up blankets and 
hammocks, the bugles began to. sound the 
reveille, and in a few minutes they were 
raising a merry chorus on every ‘hilltop and 
in every valley. In an incredibly short 
space of time we could hear the regiments 
moving out to the trail, and as they swung 
into it and started westward the broke 
into cheers. I rode forward to join General 
Wheeler’s staff, and found General Summer 
in command, Wheeler being still confined to 
his bed with fever. They wanted to send 
messages back to him, about a mile below 
Shafter’s headquarters, and I carried them 
on a dead run, arriving just in time to see 
the last tent come down. This did not look 
as thoueth a sick man was being cared for, 
and I asked one of the aids where General 
Wheeleer was. 

‘“He’s going to the front to take command 
of ‘his division.’’ was the reply. “The doc- 
tors can’t keep him.” 

He directed me further down 
and a hundred yards away ! 
general climbing into an ambulance, his 
son standing near by on his horse. He 
was very pale, his hands trembled, and 
his temperature wavered between 49 and 
1031%4, but his eyes were brigint and his de- 
termination unshaken, afd unshakable. 
Dr. Havard was pleading with him not to 
go, but he smilingly refusea to listen to 
advice. and when his sword was handed in 
after him he ordered the ambulance ‘to pro- 
ceed. Ahead of thim were scores of pack 
trains. batteries, caissons and provision 
wagons, and, knowing that the ambulance 
could make but slow progress, | rode on 
as fast as I could, carrying to his staff the 
general's message that he was on the way 
to join them.

The ride was a difficult one, for I had 
to pass through narrow defiles clogged with 
our troops, but by half-past 5 o’clock I 
reached the advance guard, and from that 
time on remained there. When the Second 
division reached the trail which branches 
off to the northwest and goes aimost in a 
straight line to Caney, General Lawton led 
the way into it, following General Chaffee, 
who was pushing on, after a short rest 
during the night. General Summer moved 
tthe cavalry division straight ahead. until

—called El Paso—and here he found Colonel 
Wood, of the Rough Riders, in command 
of the Second brigade, General Young being 
too ill to leave his tent.

tery up the steep hill just beyond Paso 
there came from the right the hoarse roar 
of three-inch guns, and we knew that 
young Capron was being avenged.

of Caney, began to reply. In two minutes 
the fight was on with both sides fully en.

possible to see how the Spaniards were 
standing it.

As the firing off to the right grew in 
volume the forces on the main trail worked 
heroically to get in shape to join in. Reg- 
iment after regiment in the cavalry di- 
vision came up the trail, and bunched 
themselves about the saffren-hued, red- 
roofed houses at El Paso, and General 
Sumner galloped about among them yntil 
his horse was covered with foam. ‘The ong 
thing necessary was to get the artillery 
in position, and I stood on the crest of the 
ridge for half an our watching the eight- 
mule teams stagger up with the guns 
drivers howling and whipping and kick- 
ing and cursing and the big death-dealing 
engines twitching and pitching in the un- 
even ground. In front Santiago lay, si- 
lent, waiting and watchful. The yellow 
buildings glistened in the morning sun,, 
and it was almost possible to see the men 
cn the heavy wall that, running all abont 
it, forms the city’s main defense. But 
our scouts had bhocated a strong line of 
earthwecrks, masked with guava trees, in 
front of the city wall, and we knew that 
the guns from .Cervera’s fleet had been 
mounted back of them. They were about 
1,600 yards from the ridge, and the main 


fortifications were fully 2,80 yards dis- : 


tant. 

While Camptain Grimes, and Lieutenant 
Conkling were bringing up the battery, 
their men were digging emplacements just 
over the crest of the hjll, and volunteers 
from the Rough Riders and even officers 
from the cavalry regiments helped, work- 
ine like beavers with axes and picks and 
spades. At 7:30 the last of the bat tet 
had been brought up and placed in position 
and with their guns pointed straight 40- 
ward the enemy’s earthworks, Lieutenant 
Conkling asked for permission to put the 
first lanyard. It was given him, ané, 
training the ‘shining steel tube with as eceot 
a eye as though he was at target practice, 
the lieutenant held one hand up 48 4 signal 
to the crowd about him and with the other 
yanked the string. 


The report, deafening all of us, caused @ 
hundred echoes in the hills and the shell 
galied right into the bunch of guava trees 
furthest to the north, tearing up the earth 
where it struck and exploded. We watched 
it through field glasses and then crouched 
close to the ground, waiting for the re- 
sponse. But none came. Captain Grimes 
ordered a general fire and his big guns be- 
gan to bark in earnest, but although we 
could see that nearly all our shots struck 
right where the masked battery was sup 
posed to be, the enemy remained as silent 
as though we were shooting imto a tomb. 

“Keep it up,’’ said Major Beach, who had 
brought in jnformation of the location of 
the enemy’s outpost artillery. “They are 
there all right, but they don’t want to let 
us know it.” 

So we kept it up. In all I counted twen- 
ty-one shelis which landed and burst in the 
line of gviuva trees, and we were just be- 
ginning to think that we were wasting our 
ammunition, when a puff of smoke shot out 
from the exact point where Conkling’s ini- 
tial shot struck, and a shell whistled over 
our heads, falling and bursting near a de- 
serted well two hundred yards back of us, 

“I knew they couldn’t stand it much 
longer,’’ said Major Beach, polishing his 
glasses on his coat sleeve, ‘“l’hey’ve found 
out that we know where they are.”’ 

“And they’ve found out where we are,” 
remarked Captain Grimes, as a second sell 
whistled just over his head. “They have 
got a perfect range on this hill.’’

“T am in hearty sympathy with the strong 
editorials of The Constitution calling for am 
immediate cutting of municipal expenses,” 
said Mayor Collier yesterday. ‘‘The city’s 
departments are run at too high pressure. 
In the police and fire departments I am 
confident that the city receives an adequate 
return for the amount expended, but it is 
a question if we are not spending too much 


on these departments; not that they could | 


be maintained on their present basis of the 
number of men, but that at least they 
would render, curtailed, a service equal to 
that received by amy city of Atlanta’s size. 
And that service would ‘be commensurate, 
I am sure, in the same degree that it is 
now with the amount of money expended. 

‘To institute some comparisons, Atlanta 
and Nashville are about equal in popula- 
tion. The fire record in Atlanta and Nash- 
ville for the past eight years (it would be 
unfair to use one year alone as a basis of 
comparison) shows that Atlanta had 700 
more fires than Nashville in that time, and 
that the loss from fire was $1,000,000 less in 
Atlanta. In the matter of salaries, the sit-. 
uation is about equal. The fire premium 
today, by reason of our splendid fire ser- 
vice, is 33 1-3 per cent less than it was 
twelve years ago. In our department we 
have twenty mem more than Nashville. So, 
in the instance of the fire department at 
least, the situation resolves itself into a 
discussion of the advisability of maintain- 
ing a department that is really ahead of 
What the needs of the city call for and 
which taxes (along with other departments 
rum at high pressure) the financial strength 
of the city and the earnest ability of mu- 
nicipal officials to maintain. 

The Police Department. 

“Now, as to the pdlice department. I 
think no one doubts that this service is in 
harmony wth the amount -expended. But 
does Atlanta’s needs and her income justify 
the size of this department? I am of the 
opinion that they do not. Let us take Mem- 
phis, for instance, as a basis of comparison. 
The population of Memphis is probably 


. €qual to that of Atlanta. Memphis has a 


police force composed of forty men, while 
Atlanta’s is nearly four times as large—150 
men, I believe that Atiamta does not pay 
its individual policemen more, but I am not 
prepared to say that we are not extrava- 
gant in this department. 

“Every time a burglary occurs in Atlanta 
there is raised a hue and cry for more po- 
licemen, This is absurd. Five thousand po- 
l’cemen could not prevent burglaries alto- 
gether. It would require a policemam at 
every house to guarantee complete safety. 
If a man is determined to burglarize, bur- 
glarize he will, and it is not in his propo- 
Sition to first notify the police of his inten- 
tion. With a policeman to every block in 
the city, a burglar would find it easy to 
steal so far as police interference is con- 
cerned, for not even the best of patrolmen 
is more than ubiquitous, for omnipresence 
is not one of the requirements of a patrol- 
man, 

Question of High Pressure. 

In Atlanta we are accustomed to our large 
force of policemen and we will doubtless 
wonder how Memphis manages to get along 
with forty men in that branch of the city’s 
eervice. I do not see that Atlanta is any 
worse city than Memphis; in fact, there 
are several reasons why Atlanta should re- 
quire at least a force no larger than that 
Memphis would seem to demand—and she 
appears able to get along with less than 
half a hundred. Memphis is a river town 
and such cities are, in the nature of things, 
regarded as more liable to crime and more 
thickly infested with the criminal class. 
Again, Memphis has a larger percentage of 
colored population than Atlanta. Them, our 
license laws are stringently observed. But, 
as I stated, I am not criticising the effi- 
ciency of the fire department or the potice 
department. They probably render full ser- 
vice for the appropriations. 

“It is a question of pressure, Atlafita is

people of Atlanta themselves are to a great 
extent responsible for the amount of money 
expended in the various tity departments. 
They believe that the best is not too good 
for Atlamta, and that if some other city 
has the best, it is Atlanta’s duty to see 
if she cannot excel that superlative. 

“If the police department and fire de- 
partment could be kept just as they are and 
with the same appropriation for the next 
ten years the city would grow up to them. 
But that is well nigh impossible. With 


every new council and with every new, 


apportionment sheet, demands are made 
upon the city’s finances for larger appro- 
priations. 

Extravagant with Lights. 

“But there is one department in which 
the most thorough extravagance has been 
shown and is now under display. That is 
the city’s lighting. 

“Atianta is the most extravagantly 
lighted city In the United States. 

“I say this absolutely without taking 
into consideration the present exorbitant 
price paid for are lights and incandescents. 

“There are more lights to the square mile 
in Atlanta than in any other city in the 
country. And 50 per cent of these are ab- 
solutely useless. 

“The incandescent system which cost the 
city from $17,000 to $18,000 per year, is prac- 
tically money thrown away. Each light 
purports to be seventy-five candle-power. 
And each light may be when first put in. 
The life of an incandescent light is exceed- 
ingly HMmited and the light-giving power 
begins to deteriorate from the very moment 
the current is turned into a new lamp. In 
a very short while these lamps give out» 
about as much light as a red-hot hairpin 
would. 

“These incandescent lights can be re- 
placed with cheaper and better lights—the 
Welsbach gas light.. There ought not to 
be any electric are lights on residence 
streets. The average residence street is 
lined with trees on each side, and the shade 
absolutely frustrdtes the purposes for 
which the are lights are alleged to be 
swung up. Many residence portions of the 
city have electric lights on every corner. 
These lights could be replaced with three 
Weisbach lights at $30 each which would 
take the’place of two arcs at $8 each—a 
saving of $80 on two lights. A Welsbach 
light could be put at each end of the block 
and one in the center, and the result would 
be infinitely more’ satisfactory. It is a 
proposition of the electric light people that 
an are light of two-hundred candle-power 
throws a iight four hundred feet in every 
direction. Yet in Atlanta throughout the 
city, these lights are only four hundred 
feet apart, thus throwing the lights to- 
gether at a distance of two hundred feet. 
There is a system called the quincunx sys- 
tem, which places the lights so that four 
lights throw their rays to meet at a point 
where in Atlanta a fifth light would be 
placed, but where under this system no 
light at ail is put up, the lights from the 
other four lamps serving as a fifth light. 

Some Facts on Street Lighting. 

“Street lighting was wot inaugurated for 
the purpose of making the streets an open 
place where people might read or write. 
The streets are lighted merely that passers- 
by may have sufficient guidance to avoid 
obstacles and collisions, 

“T have said that Atlanta is the most ex- 
travagantly lighted city in the country; 
that statement is true. Take out nearly 
half the Hghts in the business portion of 
the city and Atlanta would still remain as 
well lighted as any other city of her size 
in the United States. All the are lights in 
the residence portion of the city shou!'d be 
taken out and substitutes put in as I have 
about 
$75,000 per year for her lighting, and it 
ought not to cost more than $50,000. This 
statement is made without reference to 
municipal owership, for with the city own- 
ing her own plant, we could keep up the 
present “system of lights (which I deem 
totally extravagant). at a cost of $50,000. 


visited the various electric lights in the 
city. The sum total of their investigations 
was the removal of two electric lights from 
one place, their reinstatement in another, 
and the knocking out of a few incandes- 
cents. Where a neighborhood or a citizen 
is imbued with the idea that they need an 
electric Hight in their vicinity, the council 
is hammered at until that light gets into 
place. 

“Here is an interesting feature of the 
method used to secure an increase of 
lights: when $4,000 or $5,000 is appropriated 
at the beginning of the year to the electric 
lighting committee in- excess of the usual 
amount and for the purpose of putting in 
new lights, it is the habit of the committee 
to wait until the end of the year and put 
in a big batch of lights which will cost the 
$4,000 or 5,000 extra for say two or three 
months. Consequently on the following 
year council is faced with the maintenance 
of these lights during the coming twelve 
months, which means a much larger ex- 
penditure than the original extra amount 
appropriated. 

As to Our School System. 

“T have not looked into the matter of 
school systems closely enough to bring our 
public school system into this discussion. 
I know that Memphis pays something 
more than one-third less than we do on the 
basis of the same school population. Our 
appropriation figures contain the $30,000 re- 
ceived from the state and county, but 
whether the school bugget of the city of 
Memphis tncorporates the amount received 
from the state, I do not know. Admitting 
that it does not and allowing it the maxi- 
mum figures—$30,000—we etill pay a vastly 
larger sum for our school system, than 
does Memphis. The efficiency of our public 
school system I do not question, but again 
stalks in the subject of Atlanta’s high pres- 
sure methods. 

“That The Constitution is proceeding in 
the right direction, I am confident; but the 
remedy rests with the people even more 
than it does with the municipal authori- 
ties. They are getting their money’s worth 
in at least two departments, but whether 
or not they should rest content to spend 
such sums is for them to decide. As for 
the system of electric lighting—that cannot 
be remedied too soon.”’

WILL PROBABLY COME MONDAY 


The Fifth Regiment Expects To Be 
Gone by That Time. 


MAJOR JOHN W. BUBB WILL BE IN CHARGE 


The Post Will Continue To Be an 
Important Army Station During 
the War. 


company M, Captaim Cooper, of the 
Second regiment North Carolina vol- 
unteer infantry, will be stationed at Fort 
McPherson after the departure of the Fifth 
regiment, under Lieutenant Colonel Henry 


B. Freeman, 

It is the intention of the officers to have 
the Fifth leave the post tomorrow and 
they expect to reorganize their regiment 
in Tampa within a few days. Transporta- 
tion has already been applied for from the 
quartermaster of the department of the 
gulf, Colonel Simpson, and he will furnish 
everything required for the movement of 
the companies within this territory. 

Colonel Richard Comba, who was recently 
appointed to the command of the Fifth reg- 
iment, is expected to join his command in 
Tampa before they commence the invasion 
which js now freely talked of. It has been 
stated semi-officially in Washington that 
no more troops will be sent to Cuba for the 
present on account of the prevalence of 
yellow fever at that place. 

If any movement of troops occurs be- 
tween America and Cuba, it is far more 
likely that a portion of them will be 
brought back to this country. This an- 
nouncement gives color to the belief of the 
officers of the regiment that they will go to 
Porto Rico, and they are making prepara- 
tions for an invasion of that isiand. 

The two North Carolina companies which 
will be stationed at Fort McPherson will 
be under the direction of Major John W. 
Bubb, who has performed several important 
missions for the war department in this 
section of the country. The companies 
comes from Camp Dan Rugsell, near Ral- 
eigh, N. C., and have been in camp at that 
Place since the outbreak of the war. 

They are well drilled and have been thor- 
oughly instructed in all duties of camp life. 
It is thought that they wit] be placed in the 
same position now occupied by the regulars 
of companies of the Fifth infantry now 
stationed at fort McPherson, which means 
that they will be the instructors of the re- 
eruits which are sent to the post from all 
portions of the country, to be drilled and 
receive an idea of the duties that will be 
incumbent upon them after they have join- 
ed their commands in either Tampa or 
Cuba.

“Of course I am sorry to ieave Trinity, 
because I have taken a great deal of inter- 
est in the church since I have been its

The annual convention of the Phi Kappa 
Alpha fraternity wilj be held in this city, 
commehcing Saturday, July 234.

The organization of this fraternity was 
due to a friendship which began in the 
confederate army among three or four 
young Virginians. who afterwards met at 
the University of Virginia for the study of 
law without any prearrangement OF expec- 
tation of seeing each other again. The date 
on which the fraternity was organized was 
March 1, 1868, so that it ts one of the young- 
est fraternities. It is particularly fitting 
that its conventions should be held at the 
same time and place as the veterans and 
sons of veterans, and this has been the 
case for the past three years. A number 
of its members are prominent officers of 
the sons of veterans, and this, and the 
fact of the special railroad rates, has 
caused the fraternity to meet with the 
veterans for several] years past. 

The general office of the fraternity fs 
located at Charleston, 8. C., where its offi- 
cial bi-monthly magazine, The Shield and 
Diamond, is published. The officers are as 
follows: Supreme councilor, Hon. Floyd 
Hughes, of Norfolk. Va.; councilor prin- 
ceps, Rev. W. M. Anderson, Dallas, Tex.: 
grand treasurer, Robert A. Smyth, Charles- 
ton, 8.

“The food that we will serve the veter- 
ans will be first-class in every particular 


and our guests will be treated as well as 


it will be possible for us to treat them 
under the circumstances. We intend to 
show them every possible courtesy,” says 
Chairman Fox, “‘and we have everything 
systematized thoroughly.’

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Survivers of Famous Georgia Regiment 
Will Held Rally During Reunion. 


MANY SURVIVORS IN THE STATE 


Headquarters for the Regiment Have 
Been Engaged for the Reunion. 


THE PAY ROLL OF COMPANY H EXTANT 


Thirty-fifth Georgia Was in Many 
Important Engagements and de- 
mained in Field to the End. 


Georgia regiment living in Atlanta 

have provided a hall for their com- 
rades to use during the reunion. As the 
members of the regiment arrive in the city 
they are requested to report at once to the 
headquarters, 3 North Broad street, and 
there receive badges and the password 
to be used during the reunion. 

On the 22a of this month a grand regi- 
mental rally of the Thirty-fifth Georgia 
will be held in the hall provided for the 
purpose, and the committee on arrangg- 
ments has invited several of the promi- 
nent confederate generals who wil} be 
here to speak on that occasion. 

There is a large number of the eurvivors 
of this regiment living throughout the 
state, and a great many of them have 
already signified their intention of being 
present at the reunion. It is probable that 
the Thirty-fifth Georgia will be one of 
the best represente@ regiments in Atlanta 
during the big reunion. 

Captain E. M. Roberts, of Company H, 
has an interesting relic from the war 
times to show his comrades when they 
arrive in Atlanta. 

The old pay roll of the company, which 
was lost in 1862, was foung on the ba'ttle- 
field of Williamsburg by Lieutenant Tay- 
lor, of the staff pf General Hooker, and 
given by him some years afterwards to 
General Phil Cook, and by him in 1882 to 
Captain Roberts, who preserves the old 
pay roll as one of his choicest relics of 
the war. The book is still legible in parts 
and gives the amount of galary paid each 
member of the company to May, 1862, 
when it was lost. 

The roll recalls many of the departed 
who fell in the battle afterwards and many 
also have have passed away since the war, 
and the survivors of the company who at- 
tend the reunion will have an opportunity 
of looking over the old régister. _ 

Colonel Edward L. Thomas, who died 
several years ago, was the first commander 
of the Thirty-fifth Georgia, which left to 
take part in the struggle shortly after 
the first gun sounded at Fort Sumter. 
After Colonel Thomas came Colonel A. G. 
Bull, of LaGrange, one of the bravest sol- 
diers to enter the service from this state. 

The regiment went first to Richmond, 
where it was formed, and there the Thirty- 
fifth Georgia remaired for some time, tak- 
ing pdrt in the first day's fight around the 
confederate capital, ani being engaged in 
many minor skirmishes in defending the 
city. 

Qne of the first battles of prominence in 
which the regiment took part was that 
of Scven Pines, where the ranks of the 
Georgians were terribly qecimated in the 
forefront of the confederate line. 

In the second battle of Manassas, at Mal- 
vern Hill, Antietam, Fredericksburg and 
Gettysburg, the Thirty-fifth fought with 
ereat bravery and was frequent!y com- 
plimented by its brigade commander. 

The regiment remained in the field in ac- 
tive service until tne surrender at Appo- 
ma‘tox came, and many of the men were 
there to crake hands with General Lee 
when ke bade the army goodby. 

The rally of the Thirty-fifth regiment 
to take place during the reunion w'll be 
one of the features of the occasion, and 
nany Will attend to witness the happy 
meeting of the comrades, many of whom 
heve not s@én each other in vears.

He Tells of Cause of Difficulty Between

CERRUTI EXERCISED RIGHTS 


Is Said To Have Voted and Took Part 
in Internal Revolution.

COLOMBIA WILL PROBABLY COMPLY 


Italy May Be Forced to Use Power of 
Fleet Where Diplomacy Fails to 
Accomplish Anything. 


TALY’S determination, as announced in 
yesterday morning’s Constitution, to 
President Cleveland two days before the 
close of his last term, has created much 
talk in Atlanta. Little is known here about 
the Cerruti claim which Italy has against 


} the South American republic, Colombia. 


The present complications arising over it 
are likely to produce a breach in the 
friendly relations of the two countries in 
dispute and cause the United States gov- 
ernment sonmye embarrassment. Several 


years ago, during a political upheaval in 
the little country of Colombia, Cerruti, a 
subject of Italy, had his entire estate con- 
fiscate@d, his business interests destroyed 
and he himself was imprisoned. 

The case was referred to President Cleve- 
land as an arbiter and he made the award 
of $250,000 in favor of Cerruti. The repub- 
lic took exceptions to the decision and re- 
fused to pay the amount. Italy has made 
several demands ang now, as a last resort, 
has ordered Admiral! Candiani to carry his 
fleet into the harbor of Cartagena and 
there to use forcible means to collect the 
amount. The outlook is that the admiral 
will take charge of the port. 

Colonel W. L. Scruggs, who is familiar 
with the history of the South Ameriean re- 
publics and thefr many troubles, being for 
a long time in touch with the Venezuelan 
government, was seen yesterday and gave 
the following account of the Cerruti diffi- 
culty: 

“I was in Colombia as minister of the 
United States when this case arose. Mr. 
Cerruti,» it seems, came to Colombia as a 
young man, married a native of that coun- 
try and became to all practical purposes, 
if mot technically, a citizen of Colombia. 
He owned some property in the Cauca val- 
ley. and when the revolution broke out he 
took part in that revolution, and is said 
to have voted several times jm the country 


and exercised all the functions of citizen-. 


ship. 

“The opposite- party in the revolution 
seized some of his property, as is custom- 
ary in that country, and he complained to 
the Italian minister and claimed the pro- 
tection of Italiam citizenship. The minister 
brought the matter to the attention of the 
government and made demand for repara- 
tion, which was refuseg by the Colombian 
government on the ground that Mr. Cer- 
ruti had taken part im the revolution and 
thereby forfefted all his neutral rights as 
a resident foreigner, and was besides, to 
all practical purposes, under the constitu- 
tion of Colombia a citizen of that country. 

“The case, I believe, was finally referred 
to the arbitration of President Cleveland. 
I am not familiar with the nature of the 
award, either as to the amount or as to 
the grounds on which tt was given. I as- 
sume that unless there were some great 
irregularity in the arbitration or some new 
evidence developed subsequent to the award, 


' Colombia will comply with the terms of the 


decision, although it is mot im all proba- 
bility quite in accordance with justice. 
“Colombia, like all those South American 
countries, is sometimes a little slow in’ the 
payment of obligations, but ashe has always 
managed to pay such obligations, and I 
have no doubt would pay this if allowed 
time, as has peen customary in similar 


cases.’’ 


THE STATE BORROWS $200,000 


Governor Atkinson Negotiates a Loan 
at 2 1-2 Per Cent. 


GEORGIA’S CREDIT IS FINE 


This Is a Lower Rate Than New York 
City or Uncle Sam Pays 
for Money. 


Governor Atkinson returned home yester- 
dav afternoon from New York with a new 
record for Georgia, he having borrowed 
$200,000 in the metropolis at 2% per cent. 

This is the lowest interest rate at which 
Georgia or any other southern state has 
ever borrowed money. 

Tennessee negotiated a loan in New York 
recently for 4 per cent. New York city 
has just borrowed $1,000,000 at 3 per cent. 
Levi Leiter had to pay 4 per cent for the 
$3,000,000 which he borrowed to pay off 
his own debts. 

Governor Atkinson says that Georgia has 
splendid credit abroad. He made hig ar- 
rangements with the National Park bank 
ef New York, which is Georgia's fiscal 
agent in the metropolis, and he made the 
loan for five mont at one-half of 1 per 
cent less than the rate which the United 
States government wil] pay on the money 
which it raises by the new bond deal 
which closed yesterday. The bank’s first 
proposition was to loan the money at 4 
per cent, but it finally came down to the 
unusually low rate of 24% per cent. 

The governor did not take up any col- 
lateral. He mortgaged nothing and put up 
nothing except Georgia's promise to pay. 
He reached New York Sunday and left 
there Wednesday, and when he came away 
the money was on deposit to the state’s 
credit. . 

This loan was made to enable the school 
department to pay off the teachers. The 
state treasury has $200,000 on hand to the 
eredit of the teachers’ fund. That was 
just half enough. No money is coming into 


the state now and there will not be much 


until November, when it will roll in. The 
loan matures December th. The interest 
will be $2,083.33.

“THE DIVORCE” AT THE GRAND 


Initial Performance of Julian Harris’s 
Curtain Raiser. 


A HEARTY RECEPTION GIVEN IT 


The Plot Is Interesting and the Lines 
Are Sprightly—The Audience 
Calls for the Author. 


“The Divorce,” a curtain raiser by Mr. 
Julian Harris, received its initial presenta- 
tion at the Grand last night. 

While curtain raisers are out of the com- 
mon run in tHe play of today, many of us 
like them just as we do a prologue, and es- 
pecially an epilogue. The quaintness of all 
the members of a company lining up just 
before the final curtain and speaking each 
his cr her part of the “‘tag,”’ has for some 
of us a charm similar to that which one 
feels in admiring a bit of old Dutch ware 
or something of that kind. There are cur- 
tain raisers which are just as much gems 
in their way as a Meissonier miniature is in 
art. There ig ‘“‘Delicate Ground,” for in- 
stance. 

“The Divorce” has a plot laid in the fifth 
story of a Boston boarding house, rather 
high for a/ building without an elevator, 
but as the stairs ascend the rent falls. 
We know from a glance at the interior 
that down by the street door ts a sign 
reading, “‘Rooms to Let.”” The room on 
which the curtain goes up has two occu- 
pants, an artist and a budding author. 

Peter Callender has pictures and Bishop 
Benton has a play to sell, but neither has 
yet had a purchaser. Both are waiting for 
a patron and a good Square meal. Credi- 
tors, among them a laundress, are also 
waiting,. I imagine that it was from such 
a garret, though not in Boston, of course, 
that Dion Boucicault emerged with his first 
play, “London Assurance,”’ and carried it 
in trepidation to Covent Garden for the 
consideration of the beautiful Madame de 
Vestris. Benton is expecting to hear every 
minute from his play—whether it is accept- 
ed or declined. While he is im this state 
of mind there isa nolse at the door—not 
a mere “tapping, as of some one gently 
rapping,’’ but a substantial knock, knock, 
knock! He thinks it is his laundress, for 
he dig not patronize the “saw-edge’’ fac- 
tories, probably because they do business 
on a strictly cash basis. 

A woman’s yoice from without inquires if 
Mr. Benton lives there. He replies that 
Mr. Benton does not, adding that Mr. Ben- 
ton has a wife and four children. This 
gratuitous prevarication causes the com- 
plications which follow, and which involve 
the absent Mr. Callender, who, returning 
shortly, {s confronted by Mrs. Prunella 
Bloombury. It was she who ha@ done the 
knocking a few moments before. This-pre- 
possessing lady explains that she was look- 
ing for a (Mr. Bentton, whom she had never 
seen, but who was engaged to her niece, 
Miss Dering. Mistaking the artist for 
Benton, the aunt angrily denounces him for 
contemplating bigamy. A spirited interview 
follows, Mrs. Bloombury being the central 
figure, the painter her victim and tthe play- 
wright acting the conventional innocent. 
Directly Benton descends for Miss Dering, 
who is waiting in a carriage below. As 
they climb those long flights of stairs he 
tells her between kisses and landings what 
has occurred up above. 

A telegram its received and read by the 
pretending Benton, who says that he has 
obtained a divorce from his wife, and he 
declares that he is ready to wed Miss 
She ang the real Benton protest, 
and the end of it all is that the telegram 
proves to be an announcement that Ben- 
ton’s play has been accepted.

The dialogue is sprightly, the aunt’s 
part being very snappy, and the plot is 
well sustained. For obvious reasons; an 
initial performance is seldom just to the 
author or to the players. Stil, the audi- 
ence appreciated and applauded, though 
there were some subtle hits which seemed 
to be missed. But even Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan had that fate and Dr. Johnson 
said that “She Stoops to Conquer” was 
stupid, or words to that effect. 

Mr. Joseph Kilgour and@ Mr. Ben John- 
gon, as Benton and Callender, respectively, 
amd Miss Edith Evelyn, as the financee, and 
Miss Ada Levick, as the aunt, gave a 
strong presentation of their roles. They 
were all called back and on the second re- 
eall the audience expressed a desire for 
the presence of Mr. Harris, who appeared 
ang with bows acknowledged the verdict 
of approval bestowed upon his work.

He Made Remarks Which Cause Him To 
Be Reprimanded. 


HAMILTON WAS NOT GUILTY 


He Had a Fuss About His Brother’s 
Fox Terrier. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS IN CALLED SESSION 


Elliott’s Case Consumed an Hour in 
Secret Discussion—Police Provis- 
ions for Confederate Reunion. 


yesterday afternoon for the purpose 

of trying two policemen, and to take 
up any other matters which might come 
before the meeting. 

The two patrolmen 
Hamilton and D. M. EPliiott. 
charged with being intoxicated; 
liott with insubordination and 
to the police board. The case 
Hamilton fell through, and he was de- 
clared innocent before he left the room. 
Elliott's case was a little more compii- 
cated and serious, and after all the evi- 
dence was in, the commissioners juggled 
in secret session for over an hour before 
they arrived at a decision. 

Hamilton was arraigned first. Several 
witnesses testified that he had had some 
words with a citizen about a dog, but all 
of them stated that they did not think he 
was drinking. Hamilton. explained about 
the dog, which he said was a fox terrier. 
His broher -had a fox terrier, and when 
he saw the dog that was the subject of dis- 
pute, he thought it belonged to his broth- 
er. As is known the world over, a man wild 
fight about his dog and a fence line, and 
the policeman found that he was about to 
have a scrap on his hands. He discovered, 
in time, however, that he had made a 
mistake, and immediately apologized, The 
drinking charge was all a mistake. 

Hamilton was unanimously declared not 
guilty. The fox terrier was not present. 

Patrolman Elliott’ was arraigned upon a. 
charge of insubordination and disrespect 
to the board of police commissioners. He 
pleaded not guilty. 

Acting Captain A. J. Moss testified that 
Elliott had said to him that he was tired 
of the corhmissioners hounding him down 
about ‘his debis, and he didn’t intend to be 
humiliated and harassed any longer, and if 
they did not let him alone he would hold 
each one of them personally responsible. 

Patrolman Cornett testified that when the 
commissioners were in session on Jast Mon- 
day, Ejiliott said he was sick and could 
not go before the board. 

Lineman Jonas testified 
Elliott say something about holding the 
police commissioners responsible for the 
way they were treating him about his 
debts. 

Elliott made a statement in which he 
said that Acting Captain Moss had misun- 
derstood him. He remarked that he was 
tired of his creditors hounding ‘him down, 
and he had said nothing which could be 
construed into disrespect for the’ board. 
He also remarked to Moss that he had 
been told that if the commissioners dropped 
him from the roll for not paying debts, he 
could hold the commissioners legally re- 
sponsible for damages. 

The board went into executive session 
and remained behind closed doors for an 
Wiour. The? finally decided that Elliott 
was guilty of the charges, and the chair- 
man of the board was instructed to repri- 
mand him befora the members of his 
watch, 

At the request of the reunion committee 
the board instructed the chief to detail 
six policemen to guard the commissary 
at Piedmont park. Ten picked men _ will 
also be detailed, for which the reunion 
committee will pay, to guard the sleeping 
veterans who will be at the park at night. 

Patraaman R. 8S. Ozburn was relieved 
from duty during the reunion, as he is the 
commander of W. H. T. Walker camp. 

Chairman Patterson reported to the 
board that in round numbers $72,000 of the 
police appropriation had been expended, 
und there was left $70,000 for the remainder 
of the fiscal year. 

It was decided to let the chief of police 
place on duty all the supernumaries during 
the reunion, and to make up for the extra 
expenditure by ‘curtailing the expenses 
later in the year. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing the 
chairman of the board and the chief of 
police to handsomely decorate the police 
barracks When the reunion takes place, and 
with this patriotic move the commissioners

GEN. TORAL MAKES NEW DEMANDS 


Spanish Officer Once More Asserts That His Men Must 


Have Their Arms, but This Time He Is 
Willing To Wait Till They 
Reach Spain. 


Washington, July 15.—There was a long and anxious walt today to hear furth- 
er news from the commissioners who had been charged to make arrangements for 
the surrender of the Spanish army at Santiago. For eighteen hours no word 
came from either General Shafter or General Miles, although there was the keen- 
est desire on the part of the president and cabinet advisers to learn what had 
been done, and particularly to know whether the actual surrender of Santiago 
and the Spanish troops had been carried out. When the cabinet met at ii 
o'clock there was positively nothing from the front which would serve as a guide 
for the deliberations. R 

It was thought the cable had been interrupted, but on inquiry of Genera] Gree- 
ly, chief sirnmal officer, he gave assurance that the cable was intact. Thereupon 
Secretary Alger sent a dispatch asking for the situation up to the latest moment, 
and particularly inquiring as to how far the surrender had proceeded. No answer 
came while the cabinet was in session. In the meantime General Greely had ca- 
tied, and he was the first official to hear from the front. 

A dispatch from Lieutenant Jones, military censor at Playa del Zste, 


reported that the message from the secretary of war to General Shaf- 


ter was only six minutes in passing from Washington to Playa. 
The message received by General Greely came at 2:23 p. m., and indicated that 


_,¢aepotiatians.were then m progress, but as the dispateh was submitted to the pres- 


idem, no details were given out. Toward the middie of the afternoon @is- 
patches from General Miles and Generali Shafter began to arrive in response to 
Secretary Alger’s rather woperative.request. They were not given out in full, 
but such portions as were made public showed that the negotiations were still in 
progress aid that the Spaniards had raised some rather unexvected questions. 
Most important of these was an insistence that the Spanish troops 


should retain their arms when they returned to Spain. 
There was entire willingness on the part of General Toral to turn over the 
arms to General Shafter at the time of the surrender, but this was to be with the 
understanding that the arms were to be returned to the Spanish troops when 
Spanish soil was reached. The authorities here did not regard it as serious or 
as likely to overcome a final settlement, as it was attributteq to the Spanish sensi- 
tiveness against the humiliation involved by the laying down of their arms. At 
the same time, it was a point on which neither side appeared to be ready to 
yield. One of these dispatches from the front, after specifying that this differ- 
ence had arisen, added that it was believed a settlement would be reached before 
the day closed. Genera] Shafter hinrself summed up the situation by saying: 
“It cannot be possible that there will be failure in completing ar- 


rangements.”’ : 

No question whatever has been raised as to the surrender itself. Not only has 
General Toral agreed to it, but the agreement has been ratified by General Blan- 
co, at Iavana, and by the Spanish authorities at Madr'd. 

: Gereral Greely received another dispatch at 5 o’clock p. m., containing the 
information that Colonel Allen had landed the shore end of the signal corps ca- 
ble at Playa del Este from the cable steamer Adrian. Colcnel Allen was not al- 
lowed to lard at Playa on account of the Adrian coming from an infected district. 
All were well on board, but no one was allowed ashore. Colonel Allen returns 
this evening to Baiquiri to repair the French cable at that point and establish 
regular communication between Playa and Santiago de Cuba so that the army will 
be in telegraphic communication with Washington as soon as the city is surren- 
dered. | 
The perplexing problem now to be solved is how to carry out the 
pledge made by General Shafter to remove the Spanish solaiers who 
surrender to Spain. | 

It‘ would have been no easy undertaking to remove the 20,000 men across the 
Atlantic under the best corditions, but the repcrts that indicated the existence of 
yellow fever among the Spaniards threatened all kinds of difficulties. After all, 
it was decided to be only a matter of money, and if the price offered is large 
enough steamship lines can doubtless be found to undertake the transportation. 
At the best, several weeks probably will be required to remove the Spaniards, so 
that ft will be necessary to maintain a considerable proportion of the American 
army in the neighborhood for some time to come. Still, being under no care to 
protect themselves against the foe, the American troops can be so disposed as 
to make themselves very comfortable in comparison with what they have under- 
gone, and by removing them into the hills just in the rear of Santiago it is be- 
lieved that the danger of an extension of the yellow fever will be reduced so far 
that it will no longer be cause for grave apprehension. 

The surgeons’ reports describe the disease as of a mild type and it 
is said that these will readily yield to a change of location into higher 
and cooler ground.

r July 15.—The reverses to the Spanish arms 


in eastern Cuba are complete. Santiago has 
fallen and with it all the eastern end of 
the island. General Toral, the Spanish 
commander, agreed to the genera} terms of 
the surrender at a personal interview with 
General Shafter this afternoon, at which 
General Miles was present. 

The victorious American army, after a 
campaign of three weeks of almost unprec- 
edented hardships for both officers and 
men, accepts the news with heartfelt relief. 
The victory is greater than appeared at 
first. All the Spanish troops in the Fourth 
corps, the military division of Santiago 
province from a line drawn north from 
Acerraderos, eighteen miles west of San- 
tiago, through Las Palmas, Palmas Sori- 
ann, Alcantara, to Sagua de Tanamo, on 
the north coast and eastward to Cape 
Maysi are surrendered and the territory 
is abandoned. Between 18,000 and 20,00 
Spanish prisoners are taken, about 10,000 
of whom are in Santiago. The remainder 
are at Guantanamo and others are gar- 
risoned in the towns of eastern Ouba. All 
these troops are to be embarked and sent 
back to Spain under parole. 

Shafter Is Well Pleased. 


General Shafter bears his honors modest- 
ly. To a correspondent of the Associated 


Press he said:

No More Temporizing Allowed, 

It was at the personal interview held by 
General Shafter with General Toral yester- 
day that the American general made the 
Spanish general understand that temporiz- 
ing must cease, and before noon today a 
categorical affirmation to his offer must 
be receive or the bombardment of the city 
would begin in earmest. 

In the meantime all our plans had been 
perfected. The delay had been utilized to 
good advantage. Our lines had been ex- 
tended until Santiago was nearly surround- 
ed and our light batteries had beem so 
posted as to be able to do more effective 


work, 

In addition arrangements had been made 
to land troops at Cabanas, west of the 
entrance to the harbor of Santiago. 

The Spanish batteries opposite Morro cas- 
tle were to be bombarded and stormed, 
their guns were then to be turned upon 
the city, and General Lawton’s division at 
the same time wae to fall on the enemy’s 
left flamk under the cover of our artillery 
fire. We could then have enfiladed their 
lines and driven them into the city. Gen- 
eral Toral must have realized that he was 
trapped and that to hold out longer meant 
a useless sacrifice of his men; but he made 
one last effort to gain more time this morn- 
ing. While nomimally yielding to the terms 
General Shafter proposed, before 8 o’clock 
he sent a communication to General Shaf- 
ter, inclosing a copy of a telegram from 
Captain General Blanco sayihg that the 
surrender of such an important position as 
Santiago. and the abandonment of eastern 
Cuba would require the direct sanction of 
the Madrid government, and requiring 
more time to hear from Madrid. At the 
same time Captain General Blanco author- 
ized General Toral, if it was agreeable to 
the American general, to appoint commis- 
sioners to meet like commissioners on the 
American side to arrange the terms of the 
capitulation of the forces under his com- 
mand, the condition of their parole and 
transportation to Spain pending the sanc- 
tion of Madrid. He also communicated 
the names of the commissioners he had 
selected, namely, Robert Mason, the Brit- 
ish vice consul; General Toral’s chief of 
staff, Colonel Fontaine, and General Esca- 
rajaro. 

Ambiguity Was Eliminated. 

The communication Was so ambiguous 
that it might all be upset by the refusal of 
Madrid to sanction the terms agreed to by 
the commissioners, and General Shafter re- 
solved to have all the ambiguity removed 
before proceeding further.
